THE EXPANSION OF ENGLAND. 

Under this title Professor Soaloy, iiro 
fesaur of nvodorn history at Cambridge 
Univorsity, devotes his latest work to the 
subject of tho future of England and her 
colonics. Its object, ho explains, is to ex- 
hibit "tho general tendency of English 
affairs in such n way as to aet us thinking 
about the future and divining tho destiny 
which is reserved for us." Professor 
Seeloy anticipates a close and permanent 
union of the United Kingdom as the event 
to which historical evidence points. In 
this ho is at one with tho present move- 
ment in England in favor < f a closor 
union, which has for its supporters prac- 
tical statesmen like Mr- Forstar and Mr. 
W. H. Smith, Lord lioseborry and Mr. 
Stanhope. After studying the history of 
England in recent centuries, Mr. Seeloy 
holds that hur progress in liberty and 
toward democracy is not so striking as 
"the extension of tho English name into 
other countries of tho globe— the founda- 
tion of Greater Britain." But notwith- 
standing the great cost at which this was 
done, the English people occupying lesser 
Britain show, Professor Seeley confesses, 
"a characteristic indifference to the mighty 
phenomenon of tho diffusion of our race 
and tho expansion of our state." One 
evidence of this is tho habit of mind of 
most of tho dwellers in the British Islos, 
that they alone aro tho English peoplo, 
quite leaving the colonies out of account 
Nothing will destroy tho brotherly feeling 
that should exist among members of the 
same race quicker than this. But accord- 
ing to Professor Seeley, Englishmen aro 
awaking to that fact that "the greatest 
English question of the future must be 
what is to become of our Second Empire, 
and whether or no it may bo expected to 
go tho way of tho first (the United States). 
Will Canada, Australia and South Africa 
separate from England and become inde- 
pendent states, or will England and her 
colonies finally become united in a power- 
ful federal unionf Professor Seeloy looks 
forward to tho latter contingency. He says 
"the English empire is, on the whole, 
froo from that weakness which has brought 
down most empires, the weakness of be- 
ing a mere mechanical forced union of 
alien nationalities; it is united by blood 
and religion, and, though circumstances 
may bo imagined in which these ties 
might snap, yet they aro strong ties, and 
will only give way before some violent 
dissolving force." England has an inter- 
est in uniting her colonies permanently to 
herself because "they aro lands for the 
landless and prosperity for those in strait- 
ened circumstances." It is because an 
Englishman moving from England to tho 
colonies is regarded as having left the 
country as much as if he had gone to the 
United States or Peru that the advantage 
of having vast possessions still unocupiod 
has been lost sight of by English men at 
home. A union that would do away with 
that feeling in English people would bo a 
long step toward real unity. Professor 
Seeley thinks there is no danger of Canada 
or Australia ever wishing to break away 
from their allegiance to England as the 
United States did, for the reason that 
their relations aro of so different a char- 
acter. The earlier colonies rebelled bo- 
causo unjust claims were made upon 
them. They rebelled "because they were 
colonies under the old colonial system, 
and at a moment when the system was 
administered in an unusually narrow- 
minded way." They were persecuted for 
their religion, and were hampered in 
every possible way . Now all is changed. 
Free trade puts the colonies, commer- 
cially, on tho same footing as the mothar 
country, and there is perfect liberty of 
conscience and of government. Why 
thou should the colonies seek to free 
themselves? The federationists advocate, 
instead, a closer union, and this is tho 
drift, also, of Professor Seeley 's bunk. 
The idea is to give tho colonies parlia- 
mentary representation, thus making 
them virtually a part of England. It is 
questionable whether this Uutopian 
scheme could ever lie accomplished. 
The present indications are that Canada 
and Australia have no wish to become ab- 
sorbed in England though perfectly satis- 
fied with their present relations. 

./ U VEN1 L li ( > FEE A' DEES . 

Two boys of tender age have just been 
up before the police court in this city 
charged with larceny and burglary, and 
have been duly committed for trial. While 
deep sympathy for the stricken parents 
gooB out from every true heart this sad 
case — albeit, not the only one that has oc- 
curred in this community — is a loud call 
for the application of some remedial 
measures. We have repeatedly felt it to 
be our duty to point out the lamentable 
condition of Victoria in respect to the 
training and morality of its boys, and we 
have time and again appealed to parents 
to exercise more control over their chil- 
dren and keep them at homo o' nights. 
No one who walks our streets after night 
can help being struck by the number and 
rowdy bohaviour of buys running at large 
when thoy ought to bo abed; and those 
of us who have occasion to go into such 
places aro frequently shocked to find boys 
drinking at saloon bars or gambling at tho 
tables. This is indeed u condition of 
things which may well strike terror into 
tho parental heart, and, if not remedied, 
must militate against our otherwise fair 
city as a desirable place to rear a family 
in. Now, what is to be done? Undoubt- 
edly tho remedy, in the first instance ut 
least, lies chiefly with the parent. By 
precept, and especially by example, the 
boys must be taught better — taught to 
understand not only the wickedness but 
the folly of a course of sin and excess. 
Lot parents make an effort to render home 
more homelike, more attractive and en- 
joyable to their children, and lot them 
pay more attention to supplying them 
with wholesome reading and innocent and 
healthful recreation and amusement. If 
boys are driven from homo to seek amuse- 
ment on tho streets and in worse places, 
woo to them and woe to the nation. But 
the stato has also a duty to perform in 
this niattor. The authorities should 
cleanao the streets as well as tho gutters. 
Prostitution should not be permitted to 
parado our streets, as it does, unblush- 
ingly night and day. The hours that 
saloons may remain open should bo regu- 
lated by law. Gambling hells should be 
closed always. And it should bo made 
tho duty of tho police to prevent boys 
collecting on the streets and playing the 
hoodlum after dark. Were our city prop 
erly regulated in these respects, parents 
would find it very much easier to bring 
up their children in the paths of renpeci- 
fibility and morality; but if tho city is 



permitted to become a moral pesthouse, 
good people will bo led to give it a wido 
berth. Lot tho pulpit and tho press unite 
in promoting a reform in these respects 
in this fair city of ours, and thus bring 
good out of tho distressing case referred 
to in the opening lines of tho urticlo. 
The question, "What shall bo done with 
our juvenile offenders i" is one wo don't 
propose answering now; but the vigorous 
application of effective measures of pre- 
vention would rob tho question of half its 
significance. In this case "an ounce of 
prevention is indeed bettor than a pound 
of euro." 



THE NEW VICEROY OF EGYPT. 

Lord Dufferin, formorly Governor (ion- 
oral of Canuda, afterwards British Minis- 
ter to Russia and lately Minister to Tur- 
key, has been appointod Viceroy of India. 
The appointment is a good ono. Lord 
Dufferin was a constitutional governor- 
general and laid down constitutional lines 
which his successors will novor droam of 
overstepping. His visit to Victoria and 
his famous speoch at Cary Custlo in 1870 
will not soon be forgotten. It was an 
eloquent and bold argument addressed to 
a crowd of citizens who wore almost mad- 
dened by tho failuro of Canada to carry 
out. tho treaty obligations to tho province. 
In fact, at that time the country was. on 
tho verge of reb6llion. Secession- was 
boldly advocated in -.the press and a "re- 
bel" arch which bore the legend "Car- 
narvon Terms or 'Separation," was 
stretched across Fort street. Beneath 
this arch Lord Dufferin refused to pass 
in procession, and his refusal nearly pro- 
vokod a riot on Government street. His 
speech at Government IIouso, however, 
had tho effect of quieting the popular 
passion. It has boon claimed — not unjust- 
ly, wo think, — that the eloquence of Duf- 
ferin on that occasion preserved British 
Columbia to Canada. Previous to enter- 
ing tho field of diplomacy Lord Dufferin 
— who is a liberal poor— engineered the 
Irish Church Disestablishment Bill 
through the house of lords. Ho is a great 
man, and the more didicult and danger- 
ous the mission tho more likoly ho is to 
shine.

Mr. Shakespeare, iH. I'., 
Others and* tin: "Ileal lien.''

Supposed to Have Been Lost in 
the Calf ol" Georgia 



WITH A PAKTY OF SEAT.

Tho Seattle Chroniclo of yesterday says: 
On Friday afternoon, August 15th, a party 
consisting of Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Hainos, 
Miss Allie Smith of San Francisco and 
Mr Maurice McMickon left in tho plea- 
sure yacht Lotus, which had just been 
completed, for a cruise through tho Gulf 
of Georgia. Their departure was wit- 
nessed by a number of friends, who wished 
thorn bon voyage. Tho party expected to 
bo gone several weeks on their trip. 

Tho Lotus is a sloop rigged yacht, about 
thirty feet in length and 9 foot beam. 
Her taper mast towers forty foot above 
her deck while her main boom is as long 
as the vessel herself. She spreads a cloud 
of canvas, a jib, jib topsail, mainsail, and 
gaff topsail, and in ordor to stand up 
under this she carried over two tons of 
ballast, aside from hor stores. Tile craft 
is a model of comfort and convenience. 
She was elegantly fitted up and was a vor- 
itablo littlo floating palace. Sho was 
abundantly supplied with provisions. The 
party have been keeping their friends in 
Seattle and elsewhere on tho Sound ad- 
vised of their progress as thoy apod along 
on their trip.

EUROPE. 

Loniiom, Sept. 20. — Lord Dufferin has 
been appointed Viceroy of India. The 
position is tho most exalted one in the gift 
of the Imperial government, and tho ap- 
pointment of Lord Dufferin, liko that of 
tho Earl of Elgirrr- vvh<»- likewise was 
governor-geuoral of Canada, gives un- 
bounded satisfaction throughout thu en- 
tire British Empire. Tho noble lord is 
oniinontly qualified for the position. 

London, Sept. 10. — Stocks & Co. 's 
latho works, at Leeds, was destroyed by 
fire. The loss is placed at i'80,000. A 
serious Iiro is also reported from Calais. 
Duobronoio's factory is burned; loss 
heavy. 

WASHINGTON. 
Washington, D. C. , Sept. 10.— Tho 
agricultural department report for Sep- 
tember says the product of winter wheat 
is above the average, is generally good 
quality, except where injured by sprouts 
in stork. The wheat yield is not far 
from average, thirteen bushels per aero. 
Thu results of the harvest of spring wheal 
aro not yet complete, and product cannot 
bo procured. It ia probable from the 
condition of crops already harvested and 
threshed thai the aggregate will vary a 
little from 500,000,000 bushels. Reports 
of much higher figures are sensational 
and misleading, and utterly unworthy of 
credit. 

Eastern Canada rtlail 

Pur Notheru Pacille Railway. 

Toronto, Sept. L. — Tho Royal Com- 
mission re thu alleged conspiracy opened 
at noon to-day. Sir D. L. Alacpherson 
was thu first witness called and gave evi- 
dence re the letter of appointment of 
Wilkinson. 

Tho Globe in an editorial this morning 
says: "Buntir.g, Shields, Wilkinson and 
Meek aro mere underlings. Thoy didn't 
plan the conspiracy. Thoy supplied 
neither tho brains nor the cash. They 
woro ontrusted to carry out certain orders, 
and they blundered stupidly and fatally 
in tho execution. Tho real conspirators 
occupy very different positions." 

Quebec, Sept. 1. — The British artillery 
team, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Ray, arrived yesterday per the 
Peruvian. They were met at the wharf 
by "A" Battery band and a largo number 
of artillery officers and citizens and es- 
corted to the citadel, which will bo their 
headquarters while here. 

Ottawa, Sept. 1. — The annual matches 
of the Dominion Rillo Association opoued 
to day. There is a lurge attendance of 
riflemen from all parts of the Dominion, 
and tho entries in the various matches aro 
very numerous. The first shot was fired 
by tho Minister of Militia, and at noon a 
luncheon, to which many guests were in- 
vited, was given by the president. None 
of tho matches have been completed as 
yet. 

Mont it bal, Sept. 2. — Senator Trudol 
threatens to horsewhip the poet Frochotto 
for swearing before tho Muroiur commis- 
sion that Trudol could not bo believed on 
oath. 

The customs duties of this port for Au- 
gust shows an increase of over tho 
corresponding month of last year. 

Eleven ladies of the National Dross As- 
sociation in trousers sealed Mount Royal. 

Calgary, Sept. 1 — (Jreat preparations 
are in progress to five Sir Hector Lango- 
vin a public reception on his arrival hern 
on Thursday next. 

Capt. Boynton, who has just returned 
from Fort McLeod, reports that on 
Thursday morning last the government 
stables there were burned to the ground. 
The barracks had a narrow eacapo. Capt. 
Cotton and Inspector Perry and the po- 
lice force bravely disputed the progress 
of the flames, and succeeded in saving tho 
barracks after a hard tussle. Perry and 
Cotton were both scorched, but not seri- 
ously. The tire is supposed to have origi- 
nated from spontaneous combustion of 
hay. Loss, $10,000. 

Ottawa, Sept. 2.— The aspirants for the 
socond Cabinet seat for Nova Scotia are 
Senator Miller, President of the Senate, 
Mr. Daly, M. P., and Mr. Wood worth, M.I\ 

lUrtiUE, Sept 2.— It transpires that Mr. 
.John McGowan, who was picked up for 
dead at the Simcoe House on Saturday 
night, revived Home hours afterwards. He 
is now at the hotel where everything is 
being done to alleviate his agony and if 
possible save bis life, but no hopes are en- 
tertained of bis recovery. 

Lancaster, Sept. 2. — Stafford's foundry 
was entirely destroyed by Iiro about 3 p. 
ni. to-day. The loss is about $15, 000. No 
insurance. 

A fearful low occurred on tho Park 
steamer Gipsy at midnight on Saturday. 
Several roughs took charge of the vessel, 
and inaugurated a reign of terror. The 
captain and crew were overpowered and 
brutal iy beaten. Tho boat was full of 
passengers, and a regular panic ensued. 
Pour brothers, named Matthews and John 
Noble we.'e arrested as the ringleaders. 

The Canada Electric Light Company 
has issued a writ, against tho city to 
restrain it from awarding the contract to 
the Toronto Company, and to compel the 
company to make a scientific tost of both 
tho lights. 

" For Ways that are Dark." 

The following despatch ia clipped from 
an Eastern exchange: "Despite the most 
watchful efforts of the United States cus- 
toms oflicials in Washington Territory 
hundreds of Chinese are smuggling thom- 
solves across the line from British Colum- 
bia. Woid has been received here that 
within the past sixty days 500 Chinamen 
have safely run themselves across into tho 
United States between these two points. 
It is stated on good authority that there 
is in Seattle, Washington Territory, a 
firm composed of three members who 
have cleared §5,000 as fees for aiding 
Chinese in smuggling themselves across 
the line. The primary move consists in 
having the Chinamen, or as many contra- 
bands aa there chance to bo in the party, 
photographed in Victoria. The photo- 
graphs aro forwarded to Seattle and are 
there exhibited fcn those familiar with the 
scheme, who are ready for a consideration 
to Bwear that the Chinaman whoso photo- 
graph accompanies the affidavit was form- 
erly a resident of tho territory and left 
prior to tho passage of tho restriction act. 
Tho affidavit and photographs aro then 
forwarded to a Victoria attorney, who 
presents tho case to tho custom-houao 
agent, who acts on the proofs. If ho feels 
satisfied that tho evidence is suflicient he 
passes John, if insufficient ho rejects him. 
It does not always occur that the identi- 
fied photograph is forwarded with tho 
affidavit. It is said to bo tho common 
practice to have somo respoctablo and 
responsible citizen of Seattlo, or somo 
othor city on the Sound, identify the pic- 
ture. of a Chinaman whom he knew very 
well, but at the time absent. Ho testifies 



in good faith, but tha one he identifies is 
substituted by that of an applicant for 
admission, and so far as tho affidavit goes 
it accomplishes tho samo results as though 
the signer perjured himself.

THE ONTARIO CONSPIRACY. 

mi: MAIL CLAIMS THE CASK 
HAS COLLAPSED. 



Charges Preferred Against (lie 
Ontario Ministry. 

Yesterday Mr. Blake abandoned his 
caso against thu Dominion government; 
repudiated all charges against Mr. Mere- 
dith or Mr Morris; and was forced to 
compliment Mr. Meredith on the state- 
ment ho made as a witness, — a statement 
which, in its frankness and fearlessness, 
itn manliness, good sense and public spirit, 
will go further than any speech he has 
evor made to mark him out as a man of 
honor and a statesman. It was against 
the Dominion government that the ma- 
licious Grit organs directed tlioir worst 
assaults. It was against Mr. Meredith 
and Mr. Morris that they next directed 
their missiles. But their champion and 
counsel has abandoned their case, and 
there they are, flat on their bucks. Mr. 
Meredith has with a vigorous hand carried 
the war into Africa. He has in the first 
place made a revelation that in December 
of 18S2, just previous to the elections, 
Mr. Pardeo procured an order-in council 
to be passed reversing the previous policy 
of his government, by which ho was en 
abled — of his own motion, and without put- 
ting them up to public competition — to dis- 
pose of all the timber limits in the vast 
district known as the Thunder liay district, 
and under the authority of which ho grant- 
ed, without competition, to certain parti- 
sans, one of whom was afterwards a notor- 
ious dishonest election officer in Algoina, a 
largo tract of timber lauds, comprising sev- 
eral thousands of acres; and that these par- 
tisans, thus paid for their subsequent ser- 
viced, wore peddling thoir plunder to Mr. 
Kirldand, who would have nothing to do 
with them. It was iu this way that the 
funds were obtained for the Grit light in 
February, 1883, 

Mr. Meredith next formulated the charges 
against the Local Government which the 
commissioners say are uuuesaary as a basis 
for evidence. 

The charge as formulated is as follows: 
"That members of the Government, Mr. 
Fraser, Mr. Pardee, Mr. Hardy, and Mr. 
Mowat, knowing that attempts were being 
made to corrupt members of tbo House to 
approach persons who were said to be en- 
gaged in this work, for the purpose of in- 
ducing them to corrupt them, and endea- 
voring to entrap others who were not con- 
nected with the matters into tho same cri- 
minal acts."

Quonis-li, a Stickeen Indian, was ar- 
raigned at the Police Court yesterday on 
a charge of having killed On Kow in 1882 
on Fisgard street. 

Mr. Thoo. Davio, who appearod for tho 
prosecution, addressing His Honor, said 
proceedings in this case had not been 
takon without mature deliberation. He 
was persuaded that the facts about to bo 
brought to light would show a molancholy 
miscarriage of justice, and that Wang 
Foong, now undergoing sentence of four- 
teen years in tho penitontiary for tho kill- 
ing of Un Kow, was as innocent of the 
crime charged agaiust him us anyone in 
the court room, tho prisoner excepted. 

Tho facts giving rise to this state of af- 
fairs, briefly stated, were as follows: — Un 
Kow, a Chinaman, was found dead on tho 
ovening of the Cth February, 18S2, out- 
aide of a house of ill-fame on Fisgard 
street. Ho came to his death by a re- 
cently inflicted knife-wound in his body. 
Wang Foong, a Chineso merchant, to- 
gether with four other reputable Chineso 
citizens, were proved to have been inmates 
of tho house, playing dominoes, at the 
time that Un Kow received his death- 
wound. Suspicion of the murder imme- 
diately foil upon tho inmates of tho house, 
the unfortunate Wang Foong in particu- 
lar, who was shown to have pushed the 
deceased man, while still alive, and as tho 
result showed, dying from his wounds, 
out of tho front door on to Fisgard street 
and directing ono of tho women in tho 
house to wash up spots of blood which 
had spurted from tho dead man's body 
into tin; passageway. 

In December, 1822, Wang Foong was 
placed upon his trial upon an indictment 
containing three counts; tho two first 
charging him with actually inflicting tho 
wound, and tho third with accelerating 
the duath of the deceased by throwing 
him out of tho house, knowing at the time 
of his so doing that Un Kow was danger 
ously wounded. The jury convicted Wang 
Foong of manslaughter under the third 
count, but it was evident that they did so 
believing that the iiuin had boon knifed 
by tho Chinese inside, tho house, and that 
Wang Foong, if not the actual slayer, 
was a participant in tho primary cause of 
the death. Wang Foong's theory was 
thut tho man had been stabbed from 
thu outside and fell against tho door, 
and that he pushed him out think- 
ing that ho was a drunken in- 
truder, but in ignorance of his true state. 
Wang Foong was sentenced by the presid- 
ing judgo, Mr. Justice iMcOreight, to 
fourteen yoars imprisonment in tho peni- 
tentiary. Mr. Davio wont on to state that 
Wang Foong was defonded by Mr. Drake 
ami himself, and that both his learned 
friend and himself wore staggered ut the 
verdict, as being wholly contrary to tho 
facts proved at tho trial, which showed 
convincingly to their minds that Un Kow 
had boon stabbed from outsido tho house; 
in which event it was admitted ground 
that tho inmates could have had nothing 
to do with it. Tho ovidenco of white 
witnesses upon this point showed that 
immediately preceding the dying 
groan of tho deceased man, which 
was heard by an independent white 
witness upon Store street, upwards 
of one hundred feet away the expression 
•' of a " in lair English was dis- 
tinctly heard and that following that a man 
was observed running at full speed from the 
scene of the homicide, and disappearing 
out of sight, but whether white, Indian, or 
Chinese could not bo discerned at tin; hour 
(about 10 o'clock- p, ni.) Acting upon tho 
assurance that Wang Foong had been un- 
justly convicted Mr. Drake and himself had 
endeavored to upset the conviction upon 
technical grounds before the Supreme 
Court but had been .unsuccessful, and still 
guided by the idea of Wang Foong's inno- 
cence had contemplated other methods for 
his relief when the police had brought to 
light ihe evidence upou which this prosecu- 
tion is based, and which it was now confi- 
dently believed placed the innocence of 
Wang Foong beyond question and fastened 
the guilt upon other shoulders. It was a 
noticeable fact that the Chinese friends of 
the deceased, whilst supporting the endea- 
vors in his behalf as far as the application 
to the Supreme Court wont had since re- 
fused assistance further, and that tho lack 
of interest shown in the suffering convict's 
case was manifested by the fact that amongst 
the spectators in tho court house to-day, 
not one solitary Chinaman was to bo soon. 
Tho Chinese had nothing whatever to do 
with this prosecution. 

Tho manner in which tho case of tho 
prisoner, Queni-Nisti, had been brought 
to light was as mysterious as convincing. 
It appoars that ono, E. J. Rosman, a 
Metchosin settler who had a Stickoen In- 
dian woman for a wife was upon thu jury 
panel at tho assize when Wang Foong was 
tried. He was not upon Wang Foong's 
jury, but boing present during a part of 
the trial ho had vividly called to his recol- 
lection an incident related to him by his 
wife sonio time previously but for the time 
being forgotten. tie hurried back tu his 
wile and bade her at once go to Victoria 
and gather together the witnesses to the 
facts of which she had already informed 
him so that the polico might bo informed 
of tbo true state of affairs and possibly the 
life of tho muii then taking his trial for 
murder might bo saved. Tho woman went 
to Victoria, but returned to her husband 
with an intimation which led him to think 
that his interference was useless. 
This woman had a daughter, a de- 
graded creature, whuse debased habits 
frequently brought hor within tho pre- 
cincts of the gaol, and during a fit of 
maudlin drunkenness she infurined the 
police of facts which have led up to the 
following discovery: 

On the night before tho murder of Un 
Kow two Indians presented themselves at 
the Chinese theatre but were repulsed by 
the Chinamen. Ono of these men was 
the prisoner, another a relative named 
Coc who is now at his homo iu Stickeen. 
lineman's wifo was a relative of these two 
'men. Some time after tho killing two 
women of tho tribe revealed to Roam nil's 
wife tbo fact of tho killing of Un Kow by 
tho Indian Coc, the prisoner Queni-Nisti 
being present at tho killing. These wo- 
men had heard Queni-Nisti threaten to 
inform tho polico of the occurrence. The 
knife with which tho fatal deed was ac- 
complished was the property of one of the 
women and Coc had said that if the same 
was wanted they must search in the salt 
water for it. Then it appeared that on 
the 24th May, 18811, Mrs. Rosman was 
at tho Gorge with several friends, and 
their tribal friends the prisoner and 
Coc wore also present, both Coc and tho 
prisonor being under tho influence of 
liquor. Whilst in this state Queni- 
Nisti had openly accused Coc of thu mur- 
der of tho Chinaman, and Coc had 
threatened to stab Queni-Nisti in the back 
the sumo as he had done to tho China- 
man. 

In conclusion Mr. Davio said that 
the facts stated by him would, he believed, 
be convincingly proved, and that tho Chi- 
nese had nothing whatever to do with the 
prosecution which ho considered was the 
best proof of tho bona fides of its char- 
acter. 

Mrs. Rosman, an Indian woman, was 
examined and sustained tho opening 



speech of tho counsel for tho prosecution 
as to the statements alleged to have been 
mado by the prisoner. 

Tho case was then adjourned for one 
week. 

The Criminal Libel Case. 

The abovo libel caso, Howard vs. Sol- 
Ieck, was again before Hon. A. F. Pom- 
borton yesterday morning, Mr. Theo. 
Davio appearing for the prosecution and 
Mr. U. D. Holmckeu for tho defence. 

Mr. Davie said that for somo timo past 
Mr. Howard had been annoyed by tho de- 
fendant, who insisted that tho prosecutor 
was a convict from Australia and had to 
report himself periodically to thu police, 
Sellock committed the stutoment to paper 
and Mr. Howard was determined to put a 
stop to this system of libol. Tho defend- 
ant had circulated a written statement to 
the olfcct on board the flagship, und thoro- 
fore the prosecutor felt compelled to proBs 
the action. 

His honor suggested a compromise, but 
Mr. Davio said that if his client withdrew 
it would add color to thu statement of the 
defendant. 

J. T. Howard said that ho kopt tho 
post office and a saloon at EsquimaU; Sol- 
leek also kept a saloon . Witness identi- 
fied a letter produced as boing brought to 
him on tho ovening of tho 21st ult. Ho 
beliovod it to bo in tho handwriting of tho 
defendant. 

Tho letter was handed to defendant who 
road it and said ho "thought that was it." 
In answer to Mr. Davio ho said that ho 
did not deny having witten it. 

Witness, continuing — Jumes Ruff, a 
potty officer on board tho Swiftsure, 
brought him tho letter. 

Mr. Davie — I aeo that letter is dated 
Aug. 21, and says: — Dear Sir if you Wish 
to Find out Who mak out .1. T. Howard 
Tioket of Leaf Papers, ploaso to call at 
Mr. Drako Jackson an thoy can toll you 
Wm, Sellock. Vou will find it as I toll 
you. 

Mr. Davio — Aro you a ticket of loavo 
man • 

Witness— No, I am not but have boon 
in Australia. Did not go thoro us a con- 
vict . 

Mr. tlolmckon— 1 suppose Ruff just 
comes into your place, takes a drink, und 
goes out/ 

Witness — Voa, just tho aamo as you 
would yourself. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Holmckon -Unfortunately for you 
1 am a teetotaller. 

Witness — Thai's all right. 

Witness then detailed his occupation in 
Australia. Came to British Columbia in 
1858; was married in Manchester iu 180-1; 
loft after two months stay, leaving his 
wifo behind; had not seen hor again until 
three or four years ago; hor own brother 
had reported her dead; iu tho meantime 
ho had got married again. Did not ob- 
ject to reverting to tho subject; every- 
body was aware of the fact, Ruff said 
Selleck had given the letter to him to 
take on hoard and show it to tbo com- 
mander, and if necessary to poBt it on the 
lowur dock. Ruff said Sullock had told 
him if that lottcr wouldn't do ho would 
have ono written plainer iu ink. Would 
positively swear that ho was notaroturnod 
convicted, nor had ho buen convicted for 
any offolico. 

•James Ruff, bombardier R. M. A., on 
board U. M. S. Swiftsure. — Knew Mr. 
Sellock; on Aug. 20th had conversation 
with Selleck about Howard; on thut ovon- 
iug a comrade of witness' named Soutlor 
was standing in Soliock's bar whon the 
hater said: "Oh, yes; Howard came horo 
a blackleg about twenty years ago. Sol- 
lock added that he was tired, then, but if 
witness would call upon him to-morrow ho 
would give him a papor to certify what 
Mr. Howard was, and ho wasn't afraid to 
sign, and if witness likod ho could take it 
to tho commander or stick it on tho lower 
dock to show tho hoys what Howard was. 
Went on the 21st (tho next day) to Sol- 
lock's saloon. Tho latter asked witness 
for tho loan of his pencil, and thereupon 
wrote the note produced, upon tho coun- 
ter. Sellock had added that if thut 
wouldn't do he would go and get 
Drako & Jackson to write it on a form 
more plainly. Gave the paper to Howard. 

To Mr. Holmckon — Would swear that 
he had never been sent to Selleck 's house 
by commander of tho ship to inquire 
about horses or tho truth of the report 
about Howard. 

Mr. Holmckon questioned witness upon 
tho words Selleck used whon giving tho 
papor, but failed to shako the statement 
of tho witness, who gave his evidence in 
a straightforward manner. 

Witness added that ho had takon tho 
paper to Mr. Howard, because he thought 
it was his duty, as between man and man, 
to acquaint him with its contents. 

Bombardier Soulier corroborated tho 
evidence of last witness. 

Win. Constantino deposed that he had 
known Mr. Howard about thirty-seven 
years. Had never heard anything against 
him, neither had ho over worked for 
prosecutor. 

M. W. T. Drake having road tho letter, 
stated that ho hud never seen it before, 
and could throw no light upon the state- 
ment it contained. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Adjourned till Friday.

SlIiK-WORMS AT NVOICK. 

What Miss Nellio Uosstter has Ac 
complishcd. 



• Miss Nellio Lincoln RossitcT, tho 
"young silk culturist," of world-wi'lo 
fame, is now conducting operations on 
ni mofo oxtonsivo scale tlim t'vor. Tlio 
first of this fssason'a crop of silkworms 
Is at its bight. A visit to Miss llos- 
niter's rosidouco, G05-4 Vino street, 
Wont Philadelphia, will rovcal to tho 
Inquirer tho coiuploto procoss of silk 
culture from cocoon back to cocoon 
again. The two parlors on tho lirst 
•floor of tho house aro occupied by Miss 
Rossitor's uniquo and valuable collec- 
tion. Tho silk stock farn* is spread 
throughout the second and third stories 
of tho house, which is so crowded with 
frames, trays, and mulberry branches 
that tho human occupants of tho build- 
ing aro prossed forlfving room. Every 
one of tho family — from tho grand- 
father, agod 84, to tho little brother, 
aged 7 — is activoly employed In tho 
work, all boing devotod assistants to 
Miss Nellie, tho business woman. 

SILKWORMS AT WORK. 

The worms beneath this ono roof 
nunibor hundreds of thousands, and 
all aro in a porfoctly healthy condition. 
They aro about tho size of an ordi- 
nary caterpillar, but aro smooth.and in 
color vary from gray to oream-whito. 
Tho foot aro white, yellow, orange, 
pink, sage-greon, or pale- brown, and 
from this tint cau bo told tho color of 
tho cocoon that oach worm will mako. 
Tho worms creep thickly ovor tho mul- 
berry branches, eating greodily or pro- 
paring to spin. Cocoons of overy 
shade, just begun or just complotod, 
aro scattered thick everywhere — among 
tho loaves in buudlos of straw prepar- 
ed for them, or in bunchos of cut pa- 
per. Tho frames aro kept neat by out- 
spread sheets of white mosquito netting 
and tho floors aro sprinkled with water 
so that overything about tho worms is 
clean. 

Besides the worms and scattered co- 
coons, there aro moths to bo seen. Tho 
silkworm moth is smooth and of a uni- 
form poarly tint. Tho male moth is 
smaller than tho female and may bo 
known by his making a sliglit buzzing 
noise, while tho fomalo is always si- 
lonU Tho eggs of tho silkworm are 
about tho size of a pin's head and vary 
In color from yellow to brown. In a 
third-story back room, spread out upon 
newspapers, are perhaps sevon bushels 
of this year's cocoous, all largo and 
beautifully colored, principally snow- 
white, croam-whito, sage-groon, lemon- 
yollnw. and golden-yellow. Sevon 
natural shades havo beon obsorved in 
cocoons, including a pale-pink and a 
fawn-brown. 

NEW EXPERIMENTS. 

Miss Rossitor has mado soveral in- 
teresting experiments this season, 
which, if successful, will give horfunne 
as an inventor as well as a pioneer in 
silk culture. Ono of thuso is the roar- 
ing of a new variety of silkworms, 
known as "black Thibets," recontly 
Imported from India, and which may 
bo distinguished from ordinary silk- 
worms by dark-gray strings upon tho 
body. Another is tlio crossing of dif- 
ferent color-producing worms, with tho 
view of obtaining new shades in co- 
coons. A deeper yellow and greon 
have already been produced. 

Miss Rossitor also believes that tho 
day is not far distant when families 
can manufacture their own silk from 
tho cocoon to tho coiuplutcd fabric. 
Accordingly she is experimenting in 
dyoing tho reeled thread, in spinning 
it, and in weaving dress-patterns. Al- 
ready she has added to liur stock of 
implements a larger reel for unwinding 
the silk from the cocoons, a spinning- 
wheel, and a hand loom, said to bo ca- 
pablo of giving 150 distinct eflocts to a 
woven surface. Miss Nellie has .se- 
cured tho co-operation of Mr. John 
Haig, an English silk weaver, residing 
in Haddington, who has mado her the 
loom of his own invontion, and is teach- 
ing her how to manage it. 

WHAT MISS ROSSITER HAS 1>()NE. 

To Miss Nullie Lincoln Rossitor mora 
than to any other person living, tha 
United States owes the revived interus 1 
in silk-culture. This girl of 17 has by 
her own enterprise and intelligence 
mado Philadelphia the headquarters 
of tho industry; yet, almost as might 
bo expeetod, hor name is known any- 
where and everywhere except in Phila- 
delphia. Her stock of silkworms is 
considered the finest in this country, 
and she controls tho egg market. Her 
pamphlet on silk-culture, which has 
reached fivo editions, and which is is- 
sued at tho rate of 8,000 copies a yeaT, 
is regarded as tho one authority on tho 
subject. 

Miss Ross'tev is also gaining literary 
roputation, as she has contributed a 
groat number of articles, showing care- 
ful historic and scientific research upon 
a variety of subjects connected with 
silk-culture, to many periodicals. She 
is editor of sevoral silk departments in 
Western agricultural papers. In short, 
the name of her achievements is logion. 
She has lately been instrumental in in- 
troducing silk-culture into a mission- 
ary villago in Turkey, and also into 
tho schools of tho Indian Territory, 
where, it is said, silk-cullnro will prove 
an efficient means of civilizing tho red 
man. — Ph iladelphia Times. 



A talking bore in this city, and a 
medical man, caught hold of tho button 
of a gentleman's coat tho other day, 
whom he met on Main street, and held 
him there in conversation.

Tho spacious 
cloisters, rich dining hall, well tilled 
library, scientific collections, gardens, 
park, the lovely view and generous 
collation raised their admiration to tho 
utmost. As they left an onthusiastlo 
lau\y said to one of tho younger monks: 
"You aro in heaven here." Ho was 
equal to the occasion. "Wo should 
be," ho replied, "but wo lack tho an- 
gels." — Argonaut. 

Compared with tho Vendomo Col- 
umo in Paris, tho Bartholdi statuo is 
higher by a few feet- Compared with 
tho largest statuo of which tho height 
is known, it is twice as high, tho stat- 
uo in question being that of St. Charles 
Borromoo, on the banks of Lako Mag- 
gioro.

She is filso 
very much dissatisfied with tho suiall- 
iiess of tha annual income allowed to 
her to maintain her new dignity, as '.he 
Countess Ramrod: She has already 
given notice of an appeal from the de- 
cision of the divorce court, and now 
announces her determination to prose- 
cute the appeal with nil tho vigor of 
which she is capable, and lawyers give 
it as their opinion that tho Darmstadt 
Judge was acting ult ra vires in grant- 
ingthedivorceon thorequest of tho cou- 
pleonly, aud without any other ground. 

London, Aug. 31. — Tlio newspapers 
aro beginning to take some notice of 
the proposed American exhibition in 
London, in 1886. Truth suggests that
